The initiative toward curtailing the 
debate came from Mr. Pattulo, who 
Thursday offered the usual motion of 
thanks to the Lieutenent Governor 
for his address and consented to pass- 
ing of speech, if the government had 
its proposals ready for presentation to 


the members, Premier Tolmie today 
accepted the offer after he had re- | 


plied to the opposition leader's crit- 
icism of the government Thursday, 
Reviews Record 

The premier devoted most of his 
speech to a review of the record of the 
previous government. He declared the 
Conservatives had inherited ex- 
travgance and disastrous land schemes 
which he charged, had cost the people 
since millions of dollars. 

The problem of returning vast areas 
of reverted land to production was 
ono of the greatest confronting the 
administration, Premier Tolmie said. 

Denying Mr. Pattulo’s charges of 
damaged credit and unnecessary ex- 
penditure, Dr. Tolmie quoted govern- 
ment costs under the former govern- 
ment and claimed it had rolled up 
huge expenses largely in defence of its 
own actions. He expressed confidence 


that the fisheries, liquor and Pacific | 


Great Eastern Railway questions 
would be advanced measurably by the 
new government. 

Of the Pacific Great Eastern he

REFORM, NOT DESTRUCTION 


The action of the Government of Al- 
berta in respect to certain brokerage 
houses, while drastic, was no doubt nec- 
essary to bring home clearly to brokers in 
Canada, and to the public, thé evils of the 
brokerage system which had grown up 
during the great speculative era of the 
past three or four years. 

It is not individuals who are on trial, 
but the system. The prosecution of a few 
individuals involving long drawn out liti- 
gation, with the end a possible conviction 
or acquittal, is not what is required. Espe- 
cially when such procedure may only re- 
sult in further loss to an already long-suf- 
fering public. What is required is not the 
destruction of individuals, but the destruc- 
tion of the system itself. Under modern 
business legitimate stock exchanges and 
brokerage houses are necessary as factors 
in commercial activity. Constructive ac- 
tion is necessary at this time, not for the 
purpose of destroying the brokerage ma- 
chinery that has been created, but to util- 
ize such machinery in the best interests of 
the public. 

The present system has been tried be- 
fore the bar of public opinion and has 
been unqualifiedly condemned: What is 
needed now is effective legislation and 
regulations to prevent a recurrence of the | 
present situation. 

Today there are hundreds of thous- 
ands of people in Canada who are still the 
holders on margin of stocks, or the owners 
outright. The destruction of the broker- 
age houses would mean the wiping out of 
the market value of stocks, thus complet- 
ing the ruin of thousands of people and 
crippling financially the remainder of 
those holding shares in»Canadian specu- 
lative companies. This public must be 
protected in so far as it is humanly pos- 
sible for legislation to do this. It is sug- 
gested that this can be best accomplished 
by procedure such as follows:— 

1. By a conference between the Attor- 
neys-General of all the provinces, and the 
provinces agreeing to adopt similar cura- 
tive legislation for each. Now is the time 
to do this, as the various legislatures are 
either in or about to be in session, and the 
legislation can be brought into force in the | 
next few weeks. 

| 


2. Under such legislation stock ex- 
changes and brokerage houses should be 
brought under the same strict supervision 
as are the trust companies. The cost of 
this supervision should be paid by license | 
fees charged by the government of each 
province to the brokers. 

3. Before any stock could be listed and 
traded on any exchange, its listing should 
be approved by the inspector of stock ex- 
changes and brokerage houses, who would 
only approve of the same when the com- 
pany had ample funds to carry on its un- | 
dertaking to a reasonable conclusion. 

4. Each brokerage house should, as 
and when required by the inspector of | 
stock exchanges and brokerage houses, | 
furnish a complete statement of its assets 
and liabilities, including its long and short | 
position on the market; and in the case of 
a Dominion company, its statement should | 
include the position of affairs for all of its | 
branch offices throughout the Dominion, | 
and in foreign countries as well. | 

5. Each member of the stock exchange | 
should be required to periodically furnish | 
the stock exchange with its long and short | 


position; and if a Dominion company not | «, 


only its long and short position within one 
province, but all over Canada, and such } 
stock exchange should post publicly the 
total long and short position of each stock | 
listed. 
6. Widest powers should be given to | 
the governments to suspend the opera- 
tions of any stock exchange or member | 
thereof, and the heaviest penalties be im- | 
nosed for any infringement of any law or 
sgulation which may be enacted. 
By the adoption of the above or simi- 
lar legislation and regulations, the public 
van be given protection. The lezitimate 
broker will be able to carry on, having the 
confidence of the public back of him. The 
timate broker will be forced out of 
and the public will have a chance 
create a further financial crash, which 
would toa great or less degree effect every 
line of business. It would, on the con- 
, tend to stabilize the stock markct. 
Intrinsic values would count and would

Unknown Factors

The issue of The Business Week for January 1, in 
its comprehensive forecast of probable business con- 
ditions during 1930, in the United States, lists the fol- 
lowing as unknown elements in the business situation: 

First, we do not at the moment 
know and we may never be able 
to determine the exact effect of 
the November market crash upon 
the purchasing power of con- 
sumers dnd upon the financial 
position of many businesses, The 
difficulty of isolating the effect 
of the market crash is due in 
part to the fact that there was 
something of a business decline 
going on during the latter half 
of 1929, and the effects of this 
decline are interlocked with the effects of the 
market crash. 

Second, we do not yet know as much as we should 
know about the condition of the banks particularly 
the smaller banks throughout the nation and parti- 
cularly we do not know as much as we should know 
about the number and nature of loans on securities 
and inventories that the banks are now carrying. We 
shall probably not be able to get this information in 
any adequate amount and form in time to make use 
of it in forecasting the conditions we shal] have to 
meet 

Third we do not yet know what effect the business 
conferences callec’ by President Hoover will have 
upon the economic life of the United States during 
1930. The effect of these conferences is still free 
game for all guessers. They may help mightily or their 
effect may be minute 

Fourth at the moment the forecast I am here sum- 
marizing was written and at the moment I am writ- 
ing we do not know the effect that many pending pro- 
jects of legislation in Washington will have upon 
business conditions during 1930. Tariff revision ts one 
such subject. In the judgment of the experts of The 
Business Week this ts probably the least important of 
the unknown factors in the 1930 business situation. 

I have taken particular pleasure in summarizing 
during the last three days not only the major conclus- 
ions of this 1930 forecast by The Business Week but 
also the raw materials used as the basis of this fore- 
cast for it is an excellent example of the kind of 
thinking all of. us need to do in planning our varied 
enterprises. 

We cannot do business in the modern world on 
guesswork. 

First we need to list the known factors of our 
problem. P 

Second we need ta list the unknown factors of our 
problem. 

Third we must then bring the best intelligence we 
have to bear upon the weighing of these factors and 
the way in which they support or undermine each 
other.

In the early days oc co-education the cry used to be “What 
is the use of a girl studying and learning so much, for she 
will goon be married and forget it all.” Year by year the atti- 
tude towards the eduction of women has been changing, since 
it has been found that a large number of college women con- 
tinue their studies to a certain extent, even after they have 
left their professions and are devoting themselves to their 
homes, To this end three study groups have been formed 
recently within the Women's University Club of this city, to 
help fill the gap which the sincere student feels when she has 
withdrawn from the round of lectures, reading and discussion 
at University, In this connection the local club is ahead of 
many of its sister organizations in the Federation of Women’s 
University Clubs, as many of these other clubs are organized 
primarily for social ends.

Some 
zooiogically expert reader will at once 
exciaim, “Impossible!” 

But there are seals in Lake Erie. I have 
been there and seen them. Their habits, how- 

ever, are a little different from those of the true 

Arctic seal. They do not float around on ice 

floes They do not venture far out to sea. They 

live in the winter in little igloos and in summer 
in little hay-cocks, in marshes on the edge of the 
lake. 

They do not become seals until they are dead 
Then they are known as Hudson seal, with this 
legally compulsory additional description, “Dyed 
Muskrat.” 

It seems a pity that an animal so loved by 
© women should be called a rat. The Indians had 
ty better taste. They called him “musquash,” 
so Which means little brother of the beaver. He 
n¢has a thin, flat tail which is a minor edition of 
C€the beaver’s. He {s a vegetarian, like the beaver, 
& with the same broad horse teeth. And he runs 
en the beaver a close second in the fur etatistics oi 
ta Canada. 

This muekrat or musquash farm has a very 

' Picturesque gituation. It is at the neck of Long 

Point, that 14-mile sandy promenade of southern 

Ontario into the most southern of ite three great 
Makes. In the old days a big creek from which 
withe ranch takes its name, after tumbling down 
Mfrom the high land of Norfolk county, meandered 
with many loops and lagoons through miles of 

bulrushes. Then the government built a straight 
ineliip canal to help bygone lumbermen raft their 
thiogs down stream. The creek got loet in the 
»marsh and remains there, greatly to the benefit 
of the muskrats. 

t Once they were washed out to sea by the 

p.epring freshets. This spring, in spite of the 

dirainest April on record, they were not evicted 
from their homee. That is because they are pro 

V tected by adam. It is not of their own building 
1) They have not the beaver’s engineering ability 
®in that respect. It is their kind but not disiu 
fh terested friend man who has constructed the 
w dyke that sayes them from the creek’s deluge and 
te compele it to seep in a leisurely fashion into the 
lake. 
° When you first glance at these miles of recas 
and rushes resonant with the whirr of ducks’ 
wings and the tender tenor of young frogs, you 
may think you have before you an imposing 
panorama of natural desolation. What you are 
really looking at is an immense mill pond ful! 
of islands of mud and sedge. 

In the far distance amongst the receding 
willows that fringe the lakeshore is a dam, sluice 
gates and a pumping etation. As you proceed 
along the foreground beach to the ranch house 
you pass a low levee. The keepers of this mareh 
can maintain {t at what levele they wisb. They 
have dug ditches through it as highways for 
their punts and launches. What appears at a 
distance an impassable swamp is a well-tended 
game preserve.

General Conditions of 
Late 1929 Are 
Reflected 


The recent stock market debacle, | 
general poor business conditions which 
have been experienced lately ts reflect- 
ed in current city building and land! 
sales statistics which were issued at | 
the Civic block Saturday morning. 
Sales of city-owned property proved 
to have suffered the greatest, the total 
for January belng $2,130 as against 
$72,282 71 in January, 1929. The gross 
sales were $2,330 as against $73,317.71 
the exchanges totalling $200 compared 


to $1,035. 
Rents for city-owned land and 
buildings collected in January 


amounted to $9,220.90 as against $11,- 
636.87 last year. 

During the past month 14 building 
permits, aggregating $20,600, were is- 
sued, compared to 12 building permits 
for a total of $27,100 issued in Jan- 
uary, 1929. Last month's permits were 
classified as one commercial building, 
$1,500; three dwellings, $7,000; four 
alterations and repairs, $4,000, and 
three miscellaneous, $8,100.
